The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a mirror assembly comprising a 
mounting structure including a cylindrical mounting member having a top surface, said top 
surface including a plurality of detentes having ramped side edges; and a foldable structure 
including an internal bore, said internal bore including a mounting portion that accepts the 
cylindrical mounting member, said mounting portion including a plurality of recesses having 
angled edges that accept the detentes, said foldable structure being rotatable on the mounting 
member, wherein an angle Pi of the ramped edges of a short radius ri end of each detente has a 
steeper angle than an angle p 2 of the ramped edges of a long radius r 2 end of each detente, as 
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recited in claims 1, 9 and 13, wherein the angles are internal ramp angles with respect to a 
horizontal base of each detente in view of the specification and drawings.
